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Violence Against Women Survey 


The Violence Against Women Survey is a telephone survey to be conducted by Statistics Canada 
in 1993 with funding from Health and Welfare through the federal government’s Family Violence 
Initiative. The questionnaire and the approach for this survey have been developed through 
extensive and ongoing consultation with federal and provincial government representatives, 
academic experts, the police community, victims/ survivors of violence, and front-line service 
providers (transition house workers, sexual assault crisis centres, ethno-cultural and refugee 
serving groups, and provincial and national associations). 


A number of issues were consistently raised during these consultations regarding the safety of 
the respondent who is disclosing current abusive experiences, the sensitivity of the subject matter, 
and selection and training of interviewers (see Reactions and Concerns of Women’s Groups to 
the Proposed National Survey on Violence Against Women, by Linda MacLeod, April 1992). The 
survey design takes account of these and other concerns and incorporates the input of the many 
diverse groups in addressing these issues. Careful attention has been given in this survey to the 
development of concepts and question wording that is sensitive, reflective of women’s 
experiences, and that encourages disclosures of abuse. Question wording has been tested in focus 
groups of women, including those who have identified themselves as victims of violence (for 
example, transition house residents and survivors of sexual assault). Consultations have been 
conducted with the police community to ensure a "best fit" with legal definitions of assault and 
sexual assault. 


Interviewers will be selected on the basis of their knowledge and sensitivity toward the issue and 
will be trained to recognize and respond appropriately to cues that the woman may be concerned 
about being overheard. The women is asked throughout the interview if she is able to continue, 
particularly if she disclosing abuse in a current relationship. Telephone numbers of local support 
services (transition houses, sexual assault centres, family service centres) will be offered to 
women who disclose current cases of abuse or who appear to be in distress. The average length 
of an interview is thirty minutes; however, interviewers are instructed to take their time and stay 
on the line as long as a respondent needs to talk about her experiences. 


The target population for this survey is 15,000 English and French speaking women over the age 
of 18 residing in households in the ten provinces. Women living in institutions will not be 
reached. The lower age has been established at 18 because of a concern about interviewing 
younger teens about these sensitive issues without parental consent. Respondents to this survey 
will be asked to describe incidents of violence that have happened to them since the age of 16 
so that experiences as a very young adult will be captured. Rates of victimization will be 
presented in terms of prevalence (i.e., number of women reporting a victimization) in the 
previous 12 months in addition to an adult lifetime rate. This survey will not be addressing 
issues related to childhood victimization. 


The use of computer assisted telephone interviewing (CATT) has enabled the development of a 
very detailed instrument with complicated skip patterns. Readers are advised to take notice of 
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the Interviewer Check Items for a fuller understanding of the flow of the questionnaire for 
different respondents. 


The content of the questionnaire is outlined below. Items appearing on the questionnaire in bold 
type are read out to respondents. 


Control Form 

This survey uses the Random Digit Dialling approach to selecting households. The Control Form 
gathers information about the household composition, including age, sex and marital status of all 
members. A respondent is randomly selected from among the eligible persons in the household. 


Introduction 

A brief introduction is read out to the selected respondent. She is assured that the survey is 
voluntary and that all responses will be kept strictly confidential. A toll-free number is given 
"in case we get cut off or you have to hang up". This number is provided to respond to 
questions respondents may have about the legitimacy of the survey or issues about violence 
against women that may have been raised by participation in the survey. This line is staffed by 
women specially trained in attending to crisis calls. The survey is introduced to the person who 
answers the phone as addressing the safety of Canadians, and to the selected respondent as a 
survey on women’s Safety. 


Section A: Fear of Violence 

This section introduces respondents to the survey and the issues to follow. It is designed to 
measure the extent to which women worry about their personal safety in everyday situations, the 
extent to which fear imposes limits on their opportunities and freedom of movement, and how 
they manage threats to their safety in their daily lives. Measures of fear that have become 
commonplace in crime victimization surveys have tended to include one or two simple questions 
about respondents’ feelings of safety walking alone in their own neighbourhood after dark and 
during the day. The additional dimensions of the questions included in this section will help to 
more accurately contextualize women’s fears. 


The questions contained in this section include a modified version of a scale developed by 
Gordon and Riger’ to address levels of fear in everyday situations, how often the respondent is 
in each situation, and situations she avoids because of fear for her safety. 


A second group of questions measures avoidance behaviours and actions women take in their 
daily lives to minimize the risk of assault in public places. These items were taken from Michael 
Smith’s 1987 violence against women study’, Gordon and Riger, and Randall and Haskell’s 
violence against women study (in process in Toronto), and a number were developed by the

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survey development team. One open-ended question asks the respondent whether there is 
anything else she does to increase her personal safety that has not been mentioned. This question 
is the first opportunity for the respondent to speak in her own words and serves to build rapport 
with the interviewer. 


This section, together with others further on in the questionnaire related to victimization and 
socio-demographic information, will contribute to a better understanding of issues related to fear 
and avoidance behaviour in women’s lives. 


Section B: Sexual Harassment 

This section deals with non-assaultive threats of violence such as obscene telephone calls, 
indecent exposure, being followed and sexual harassment both by strangers and by men known 
to her, including harassment in the workplace and by other men in positions of authority. These 
types of experiences serve as reminders to women of their own vulnerability and can be very 
threatening. In each case, measures of 12 month and adult lifetime prevalence are obtained. 
Harassment by strangers is defined as anything that does not include touching, such as cat-calls, 
whistles, leering or blowing kisses. Incidents that include touching will be counted as assaults. 
Measures of harassment by known men are obtained through a list of four actions ranging from 
“making inappropriate comments about your body or sex life" to "hinting that you could lose 
your job, or that your job situation might be hurt, if you did not have a sexual relationship with 
him". Respondents who report having been harassed by a man they know are asked to describe 
that person’s relationship to them. 


Section C: Violence by Strangers, Dates/Boyfriends, Others 

The focus of this section is disclosures of sexual and physical assault and (together with sections 
D, J and L) will form the basis for prevalence rates of violence against women. Disclosures of 
violence in this section will be eligible for a Victimization Report in which details about the 
incident are gathered. This section begins with questions about sexual assaults by strangers, 
followed by dates and boyfriends and other known men (excluding spouses). Parallel questions 
about physical assault follow. Sexual assault is addressed through two questions, one related to 
unwanted sexual activity involving violence or threats of violence, and the other related to 
unwanted touching. Respondents are asked about how many different men each type of 
experience has happened with and, in each case, measures of adult lifetime and 12 month 
prevalence are obtained. Emphasis throughout this survey is on the number of abusers and their 
relationship to the respondent, and not on quantifying episodes of victimization. 


Section D: Threats by Strangers, Dates/Boyfriends, Others 

For each relationship type (stranger, date/boyfriend, and other men known to her excluding a 
husband or common-law partner), respondents are asked about face-to-face threats of assault. 
Incidents in which the respondent believed the perpetrator had the ability to carry out the threat 
will be classified as assaults, as per the Criminal Code, and will be eligible for a Victimization 
Report. A residual question is included to address threats received over the phone or through the 
mail and will be classified as the offence of "uttering threats". Respondents are asked how many 
different men were responsible for these threats and when they occurred. 


Section E: Classification 

This section contains a variety of socio-demographic and health measures which will contribute 
to the analysis of risk factors and other correlates of women’s fear and victimization. Included 
are questions related to employment status, attendance at school, education, age, and personal and 
household income. Postal code information is requested in order to assign urban/rural residency 
codes. Also included are questions about the respondent’s state of health, disabilities, and use 
of drugs for sleeping, anxiety and depression. The disability item will remain open-ended to 
allow for the broadest possible detail in responses. 


Section F: Marriage History | 
Detailed questions about marital history of the respondent at this point in the questionnaire will 
direct appropriate question patterns throughout the following sections related to abuse by current 
and former partners. Duration of marital union and age at first union are included as important 
risk factors. 


Section G: Current Husband/Partner’s Classification 
Questions about current spouse’s employment status, school attendance, education, use of alcohol 
and age are important for identifying correlates of wife assault and high risk offenders. 


Sections H and K: Power/Control and Emotional Abuse by Current and Previous 
Spouse/Partner 

Questions related to controlling and emotionally abusive behaviour on the part of marital partners 
are included to test theories about links between male power/control and violence against female 
partners. These measures are included here to broaden the definition of abuse and provide 
context to reports of violence by spouses. There is substantial evidence to suggest that emotional 
abuse can be as devastating as actual physical assault. Included are such behaviours as sexual 
jealousy, limiting contacts with family or friends, verbal put-downs, and control over family 
finances. 


Sections J and L: Violence in Current and Previous Marriage/Common Law Relationships 

Measures of violence by current or previous marital partners are obtained through a number of 
categories of violent acts ranging from threats of violence to threats or use of guns or other 
weapons, and sexual assault. Respondents who don’t disclose incidents of abuse will skip out 
of the sequence after every three items with the question "Has he ever been violent toward you 
in any other way?" Those who do not report experiencing any of the first three items and 
respond that their spouse has never been violent toward them in any other way will be asked if 
he has ever forced her into any sexual activity by threatening her or hurting her in any way. No 
further questions will be asked about violence in that relationship. Research suggests that 
questions itemizing violent incidents into discrete categories of behaviour are necessary in order 
to counteract denial and unwillingness to identify experiences as assault or violence. However, 
to subject respondents to a long series of questions describing increasingly severe forms of 
violence following continued negative replies to less severe forms might seem to suggest to the 
respondent that she is not being truthful and may in itself be an abusive experience. 
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Emphasis is on violence within the relationship and not on quantifying individual acts or events. 
Respondents are asked how many different occasions her spouse has been violent toward her and 
whether it occurred before they were married/living common-law, during the marriage, during 
pregnancy, and in the case of previous partners, following separation. Whether the violence 
began or increased following separation are important theoretical variables. Reports of one or 
more acts of violence by a current or previous spouse/common-law partner will be considered 
for an Intimate Abuse Report. 


Section M: Mother Abuse History 

In this section, all respondents are asked about violence committed by her father toward her 
mother, by her spouse’s father toward his mother, and about previous spouses’ parents, where 
applicable. These variables will test assumptions about a generational cycle of violence. 


Section N: Wrap-up 

The interview ends with two open-ended questions, one directed at assessing in her own words 
what the respondent thinks should be done to end violence against women, and a second which 
gives her the last word by asking if there is anything she would like to add or she thinks has 
been missed regarding women’s safety. The interviewer then thanks the respondent for 
participating in the survey and reminds her of the toll-free number of the support centred in 
Ottawa. This is in recognition of the sensitivity of the subject matter and the fact that the survey 
may have triggered unpleasant or painful memories for the respondent. 


Incident Reports 

Respondents who disclose experiences of violence are asked to provide details on one incident. 
If more than one incident of violence is disclosed, one is selected at random by computer. A 
Victimization Report is completed for incidents of assault (physical or sexual or threat) by a 
stranger, date/boyfriend or other known men disclosed in sections C or D, while an /ntimate 
Abuse Report is completed for incidents of violence by current or previous partners (sections J 
or L). The selection of only one incident for detailed discussion will reduce respondent burden 
while random selection ensures Statistical representation of the data. 


In the event that a respondent either refuses to provide details about the incident that has been 
randomly selected for a Victimization Report or Intimate Abuse Report, or wants to provide 
details about a second incident, a Mini Report will enable interviewers to respond with sensitivity 
to this request. 


Section V: Victimization Report 

Section V collects detailed information about non-spousal violence. This report contains 
questions related to: the location of the incident; the offender’s use of alcohol, the impact of the 
experience for her (physical injury, emotional trauma and use of alcohol or drugs to cope); 
whether a weapon was involved; who the woman turned to for help; how helpful she found 
support services to be; involvement and satisfaction with the police; actions taken by the police; 
reasons for not contacting the police; and, whether the case went to court. In the case of multiple 
events within the category of victim-offender relationship chosen for a report, the "most recent" 
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incident will be selected over "most serious" to minimize inaccuracies due to recall of long ago 
events, and to represent more accurately the broad range and seriousness of incidents. An open- 
ended question asking the respondent what advice she would give another woman in a Similar 
situation is designed to allow her to speak in her own words and to provide contextual “case 
study" information. 


Section W: Intimate Abuse Report 

The Intimate Abuse Report collects detailed information about violence in current or previous 
marriages or common-law relationships. This report begins by asking respondents how the 
incident(s) (usually) started. This provides respondents to speak in their own words and will 
address the need for descriptive information about context and social meaning of the statistical 
data gathered in sections J and L. This report also contains questions about: use of alcohol by 
the offender; the impact of the experience for her (physical injury, emotional trauma and use of 
alcohol or drugs to cope); who the woman turned to for help; how helpful she found support 
services to be; involvement and satisfaction with the police; actions taken by the police; the 
impact that police intervention has had on her husband’s behaviour; reasons for not contacting 
the police; and, whether the case went to court. 


Respondents are asked if they ever feared their life was in danger and whether children ever 
witnessed the violence. Respondents are also asked whether the abuser ever received counselling 
for his violent behaviour. 


An open-ended question allowing her to speak in her own words again includes asking if there 
is any advice she would give another woman in a similar situation. No attempt is made, in the 
case of current or previous spouses, to link specific incidents to the Intimate Abuse Report. 


Section Z: Mini Report 

The Mini Report includes a few questions about the impact of the experience, who the woman 
turned to for help, and involvement and satisfaction with the police. This will provide additional 
contextual and "case study" information. 


Violence Against Women Survey 


Questionnaire Package 


This package briefly describes the content, methodology and sample of the Violence Against 
Women Survey. Copies of all components of the questionnaire, as well as a brief questionnaire 
annotation, are attached, including: the Control Form, Violence Against Women Survey 
questionnaire, Victimization Report, Intimate Abuse Report, and Mini Report. 


The Violence Against Women Survey was conducted between February, 1993 and the end of 
May, 1993. The following issues were addressed: perceptions of personal safety and measures 
taken to reduce risk of violent victimization; sexual harassment; experiences of physical and 
sexual assault by strangers, dates/boyfriends, husbands and common-law partners, and other 
known men; power/control and emotional abuse by husbands/partners; spouse abuse in family 
of origin; the impact of the experience on women who report violence; who they turn to for 
help; and, involvement and satisfaction with the criminal justice system. Two questionnaires 
were used to conduct the survey:

Questionnaire 


A Control Form was completed for each telephone number selected in the sample. It collects 
basic demographic information for all household members, including age, sex, marital status and 
relationship to a reference person. A woman 18 years of age or older was randomly selected 
from all eligible respondents in the household and a Violence Against Women questionnaire was 
completed for this person. Details about non-spousal violence were gathered through a 
Victimization Report, and details about violence by husbands and common-law partners were 
gathered through an Intimate Abuse Report. In the case of a respondent reporting more than one 
violent victimization, one incident was selected at random. A Mini Report was available to 
respond to requests by respondents to provide details about an alternate or second incident.
